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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are not persuasive. 
Baxevani discloses that supernatants harvested from stimulated PBMC cultures induce autologous lymphocytes ex vivo to display durable 
anti-tumor cytotoxic response in clinical trials (page 1072, right column, last four lines). Although Baxevanis does not state ipsis verbis the 
administration of PBMC supernatant with a vaccine of an antigen, Baxevanis discloses that activated PBMC results in antigen-specific and 
antigen-non-specific T-lymphocyte cytotxicity (page 1072, right column, line 14-18), which renders obvious the benefit of addition to an 
antigen. Therefore, Baxevanis's disclosure of CTL induction meets the limitation of enahncing an immune response to an antigen in a 
mammal in claim 1. The motivation to modify the anti-CD3 stimulation method taught by Baxevanis is clearly stated in Mengozzi, which 
discloses that anti-CD3/CD28 antibodies coimmoblized on beads result in maximal cellular replication (page 1 1648, right column, 2nd full ). 
The Setaluri reference is cited to meet the limitations of dosage, routes, and schedule of administration in claims 9-1 1 . The Setaluri 
reference motivates the combinatiuon with the Baxevanis reference because its disclosure of the method of administration can increase 
the levels of the amount of the therapeutic protein (MAP-2) in cells (Abstract). Thus, the combinationo of the cited references are properly 
motivated. 
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
